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Roosevelt Sees 
Need For World 
Currency Treaty 


ABOARD ROOSEVELT SPHCI- 
AL, Sept, 19.—During a three 
hour pause in Butle before moving 
on into Washington State, Mrank- 
lin D. Roosevelt today told a crowd 
that wedyed into the street before 
the courthouse that he would call 
an international monetary confer- 
ence “without delay or evasion,” 

Speaking from a specially con- 
structed platform at the top of the 
courthouse steps after passing 
through a parade that had passed 
slowly across the town four times 
through its crowded streets, the 
Democratic presidential candidate 
suid: 

“The Republican leaders say 
that when an international confer- 
ence is called by someone else, 
they will participate. We promise 
to call such a conference. This I 
promise to do without delay or 
evasion. 

“I believe in American in- 
itiative in this and in all other 
important matters of world- 
wide concern. 

“The improvement of conditions 
in the mining industry will be at- 
tained by no single panacea, I 
want to be fair and honest with 
you as 1 was with the farmers at 
Topeka the other day and say that 
the problems of such many sided 
importance the way out is difficult. 

“Particularly is this true of the 
problem of improving the condi- 
tion of silver and the restoration 
of trade on the Pacific. 

“Tt must be done with the pledge 
of the platform in mind that sound 
currency be maintained at all re- 
gards. This must and shall be 
done, 

“T pledge to you as I pledged 
myself to the farmers, willing 
hands and sincere purpose. This 
is, my friends, the issue, of the 
campaign—on the one side cynical 
and unsympathetie acceptance of 
things as they are—on the other 
determination and faith in the pos- 
sibility of change—of progress— 
of a new deal.” 

The New York Governor said 
the difference between the Repub- 
lican and the Democratic _ plat- 
forms on the money question “is 
not a difference of alleged pur- 
pose, but a difference of attitude 
and method.” 

“But remember well, that atti-

In his introductory speech, Sen- 
ator Walsh assailed President Hoo- 
ver for failing to call a silver con- 
ference. Another good sized crowd 
gathered at the station to wave 
goodbye to the candidate as his 
train pulled out on the way to Mis- 
soula and Paradise, Montana, be- 
fore crossing Idaho into Washing- 
ton for a stop at Spokane. 

When Gov. Erickson saluted Mr. 
Roosevelt as “Gov. Roosevelt,” a 
voice in the crowd shouted ‘Presi- 
dent Roosevelt.” 

Later Erickson remarked to the 
New York Executive, “We trust 
that when you visit Montana again 
it will be as President,” and from 
the audience came a yell, ‘He 
will.” 

Senator Walsh also was inter- 
rupted by an enthusiastic auditor 
when he said “every impartial poll 
puts Montana in the Democratic 
column,” the listener added "100 
per cent.” 

The Montana Senator declared 
it was impossible to conjure up 
any valid reason why anybody in 
Montana, ‘“‘or elsewhere,” should 
vote for Hoover against Roosevelt. 

U. §. Senator Clarence C. Dill, 
of Washington, and the national 
committeeman, R. M. Drumheller, 
of Seattle, headed a party of Wash- 
ingtonians that boarded the train 
at Butte.

ALABAMA IN EDG 
OF ANOTHER TROP- 
ICAL HURRICANE 


NEW ORLINANS, La, Sept. 19. 

Bringing winds ranging from 20 
to 40 miles an hour to the fLouisi- 
ana and Mississippi coasts, the cen- 
ter of a tropical disturbanee which 
has been moving north-northeast 
across the Gulf of Mexico, tonight 
moved inland south of Morgan 
City, La., apparently diminishing 
in intensity. 

Many residents along the South 
Louisiana coast evacuated their 
homes for higher ground as abnor- 
mally high tides from the Gulf 
pushed into the lower marsh coun- 
try und schools in the section were 
dismissed for the day on advice of 
the weather bureau, but high 
winds along the coast fell sharply 
after storm reached land. 

The weather bureau at 6 p.m. 
ordered storm warnings to be low- 
ered on the Louisiana Gulf coast 
advising the storm had moved in- 
land West of Morgan City. 

Subsidence of the disturbance 
was indieated on the Morgan City 
barometer, according to Dr. I, M. 
Cline of the local weather bureau, 
After dropping from 29.80 to 29.54 
shortly before noon when the wind 
was 15 to 20 miles «n hour, the 
Morgan City barometer later today 
climbed back to 29.70 and the w*nd 
had slowed to nine miles. A few 
trees were uprooted during the 
stronger gusts and work was sus- 
pended on the bridge across the 
Atchafalaya River there. 

In nearby Terrebone Parish, 
fisherfolk left the coast for Hou- 
ma, the parish seat, when the Gulf 
tide advanced within seven miles 
of the town of Montague, 20 miles 
north of the coast line. 

North of New Orleans, high 
winds during the afternoon sent 


Lake Pontchartrain out of its 
banks, wrecking a few fishing: 
camps and inundating a wide 


stretch of sparsely settled country. 

Although the city did not ap- 
pear to be in the direct path of 
the «disturbance, police headquar- 
ters ordered al] day police to con- 
tinue on duty tonight, in event 
of emergency. 

The Mississippi coast experienc- 
ed squally weather all day, with a 
40-mile wind sending an abnormal 
tide against the seawall. A sharp 
barometer drop was reported and 
the morning tide measured three 
feet against a normal six inches. 

Thirty-mile winds were reported 
at Mobile and Pensacola.
